EPSOM businesses showed a 
“strong appetite for change” in 
a survey testing enthusiasm for 
creating a partnership to help im¬ 
prove the town. 

Improving the image of the 


town centre, a greater variety of 
retail outlets, parking incentives, 
business networking and putting 
on more events, were highlighted 
as key priorities by the nearly 100 
businesses which completed Ep¬ 
som Town Business Partnership’s 
survey 

A vast majority (88 per cent) of 
the survey’s 97 respondents were 
concerned with Epsom’s ability 


to compete with key competitors, 
including Kingston, Sutton and 
Guildford. 

The Town Business Partnership 
was set up in September, tasked 
with finding out businesses’ prior¬ 
ities for improving the town. 

One initiative the partnership’s 
chair, Kim Eden, and town centre 
manager for Epsom, Ewell and 
Stoneleigh, Alanna Coombes, have 


been keen to promote, is the crea¬ 
tion of a Business Improve District 
(BID) in Epsom. 

In a BID, local traders set up a 
business plan that defines a strate¬ 
gy to improve their town and pool 
funding towards their goal. 

Nationwide, businesses in a BID 
pay an extra 1.4 per cent on top of 
their business rates.

Spencer town centre manager, point¬ 
ed out that the town’s competitors all 
have BIDs in place and are embarking 
on ambitious generation projects. 

In Kingston, plans have been ap¬ 
proved to regenerate Eden Walk, sim¬ 
ilar plans are in place to Transform 
Leatherhead, and Sutton is redevelop¬ 
ing its town centre as part of its Sutton 
2031.

Hundreds of residents back 
taxi drivers over rank plans

MORE than 500 taxi drivers 
and their customers have 
signed a petition calling for 
the council to reconsider 
moving a taxi rank as part of 
a six-month town centre im¬ 
provement strategy 

Surrey County Council 
plans to move the taxi rank 
about 300ft, from next to the 
entrance to the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre by the clock tower to out¬ 
side TK Maxx. 

The move is part of Plan E, 
a package of changes to the 
town’s road layout starting in 
January 2017. As part of Plan 
E the pavement outside Met¬ 
ro Bank would be widened, 
the signalling at the Spread 
Eagle junction changed, and 
South Street made two-way 
A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council, which is 
leading the works, said mov¬ 
ing the taxi rank would make 
it safer to get into cabs. 

Taxi drivers disagree. 
Edward Rose, 71, has been 
a cab driver for 46 years. 


He believes moving the 
rank will be a disaster for 
him and his customers - es¬ 
pecially the elderly or disa¬ 
bled. 

The majority of his fares 
are “tiny jobs” in and around 
Epsom, often transporting 
people who have finished 
shopping in High Street or 
the Ashley Centre. 

“It’s important that a taxi 
rank is in the right place,” 
Mr Rose said. 

“The elderly and disabled 
people need the rank here.” 

He was one of more than 
500 people who signed the 


petition handed in to Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council 
last week. 

It read: “(We) believe that 
moving the taxi rank, that 
has been there since the ear¬ 
ly 1970s, back down the High 
Street, and to the other side 
of the road, would be detri¬ 
mental to the present high 
quality service that is now 
supplied to the shopping cen¬ 
tre. 

“We would ask you as the 
council to reconsider the 
move of the rank and per¬ 
haps look into other, more 
sensible locations in the area 


of the present rank so we can 
continue the quality service 
we have always provided.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “The new position 
of the taxi rank will improve 
safety for pedestrians with 
pavements in the area being 
widened while also encourag¬ 
ing visitors to use the whole 
of the town centre. 

“After listening to the 
views of all town centre us¬ 
ers who responded to our 
consultation, we believe 
these improvements will se¬ 
cure a successful future for 
Epsom town centre.” 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed receipt of the petition 
and advised that a six-week 
consultation was held be¬ 
tween March and April 2015, 
during which residents were 
invited to comment on the 
proposed Plan E. More than 
2,500 comments or sugges¬ 
tions were received. 

He added: “A public notice 
will be displayed advising of 
the intention to relocate the 
taxi rank, this will include a 
further opportunity for mem¬ 
bers of the public to express 
their views.” 


A WEST Ewell man was ac¬ 
quitted of flashing schoolgirls 
this week after the prosecution 
offered no evidence on the first 
day of his trial. Alexander Ferry, 
of Jasmin Road, West Ewell, 
was found not guilty at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on Tuesday, 
November 1. He had been ac¬ 
cused of’exposing his genitals 
intending that someone would 
see them and be caused alarm 
or distress” four times between 
April 21 and June 11, 2015. 

The incidents were said to have 
happened in Burgh Heath Road 
and Church Street, Epsom. 

Mr Ferry, 25, denied all four 
counts at Redhill Magistrates’ 
Court on September 14, 2015. 
The jury delivered a not guilty 
verdict after the prosecution 
offered no evidence.

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Crown court trial begins of 33-year-old defendant who denies attempted murder and five counts of rape 


‘Girl dragged out, raped and stabbed’

A TERRIFIED teenager cried 
out for her mother as she 
was dragged at knifepoint 
from an Epsom pizza restau¬ 
rant before being raped and 
stabbed in a “harrowing or¬ 
deal”, a court has heard. 

Costica Voedes, 33, of 
Epsom High Street, told 
the 17-year-old victim “you 
are coming with me” as he 
marched her out of Pizza Hut 
in Waterloo Road, Guildford 
Crown Court was told. 

It is alleged he then led 
her to nearby Court Recrea¬ 
tion Ground, pictured right, 
where it is claimed he raped 
her twice and stabbed her in 
the stomach before leaving 
her for dead. 

The victim, a Romanian 
national, was taken to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
where she was able to use 
Google Translate to tell po¬ 
lice: “Me raped.” 

Voedes has admitted var¬ 
ious charges relating to the 
attack including possessing 
an offensive weapon, witness 
intimidation, kidnap and 
wounding with intent but de¬ 
nies attempted murder and 
five counts of rape. 


He is also accused of rap¬ 
ing the girl’s mother. 

Dominic Connolly, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court that 
on June 17 this year, Voedes 
went into the restaurant 
armed with a knife to con¬ 
front both mother and daugh¬ 
ter at about 10.10pm. 

When he saw the mother, 
he grabbed her by the hair. 

Mr Connolly said: “She 
screamed because she didn’t 


know what was happening, 
but luckily she managed to 
break free and ran out of 
the kitchen and on to the 
street, where she hid behind 
a parked car.” 

The manager of the restau¬ 
rant suffered arm injuries as 
he tried to intervene. 

Most of the staff fled out¬ 
side and saw Voedes appear 
with the teenager, still carry¬ 
ing the knife, the court heard. 


Relaying the words of the 
manager, Mr Connolly told 
the court: “She looked petri¬ 
fied. She kept quietly shout¬ 
ing out ‘Mama, mama’.” 

He then dragged her to an 
area with long grass in the 
Court Recreation Ground 
where he ordered the girl to 
remove her clothes and then 
raped her, the court heard. 

Mr Connolly said: “The 
account she gave was truly 
harrowing. 

“He then forced her to lie 
down and when she was lying 
down he stabbed her with the 
knife in the stomach. 

“With the knife still in her, 
he took hold of a bit of her 
flesh with his mouth and 
pulled it. 

He said he wanted to die 
with her. 

“He then put his hand on 
her stomach as if to see if she 
was still breathing.” 

When she held her breath, 
he got up and walked off, 
thinking her to be dead, the 
court heard. 

The girl was found by Sur¬ 
rey Police officers with a one- 
inch stab wound in her lower 
abdomen. 

Voedes was arrested min¬ 
utes later. 

When Voedes was inter¬ 
viewed by detectives he gave 
no comment. 

The trial continues.

A EWELL man who spends his 
Sunday nights helping the home¬ 
less on the streets of London has 
launched his second Christmas 
shoebox appeal to help some of 
the capital’s most vulnerable 
people. 

Anthony Burdett, 31, started 
his weekly outings after a brief 
conversation with a man in need 
outside Pacha nightclub in Vic¬ 
toria in December 2014 left him 
wanting to do more to help home¬ 
less people. 

Following that conversation he 
has set up The Big Warm Up page 
on Facebook, a means of letting 
people know about his own out¬ 
reach programme. 

Mr Burdett stockpiles supplies 
for people living on the streets, 
including hats, socks, sanitary 
towels and other essentials, at 
his home in Hogsmill Way, West 
Ewell, before delivering them to 
homeless people in Victoria, the 
West End, Vauxhall, Leicester 
Square, Regent Street, and Ox¬ 
ford Street. 

Last December, he called upon 



Epsom and Ewell residents to do¬ 
nate shoeboxes of essential items 
for him and a band of volunteers 
to deliver, and was overwhelmed 
by the response. 

“This year, he has once again 
launched the appeal, and expects 
an even bigger haul than last 
Christmas 

“I couldn’t get into my house 
because of all the boxes,” he said 
“I got over 1,500 boxes last year - 
and that was a low-end estimate. 

“We gave them all out around 
London, Southend and all 
around Surrey as well as hostels, 
shelters, and hundreds out on the 
street.” 

Ahead of this year’s appeal he 
has already been approached by 
schools, other organisations and 
residents interested in helping. 

Mr Burdett advises people to 
inform Streetlink, a charity that 
helps people sleeping rough, with 
as much information as possible 
about vulnerable people.

SOARING rents and high house 
prices may be to blame for the 
number of employees in the 
south-east and London with com¬ 
mutes of more than two hours 
and rising, the national trade un¬ 
ion centre (TUC) believes. 

Last year 623,311 workers in 
the south-east spent more than 
two hours travelling to work - an 
increase of 167,566 (36.8 per cent) 
since 2010, TUC analysis shows. 

The only region where the 
number of workers with longer 
commutes was rising faster was 
in Northern Ireland (57.0 per 
cent). 

In London, 136,539 (17.2 per 
cent) more people were commut¬ 
ing more than two hours than 
there were five years previously 

Men still account for the ma¬ 
jority (61 per cent) of those who 
make work journeys of two 
hours or more. However, women 
(an increase of 35 per cent) have 
experienced a sharper rise in 
long commuting since 2010 than 
men (up 29 per cent). 

Long commutes in sectors like 


The Trade Union Council carried out travel to work analysis 


education (up 46 per cent) and 
health and social care (up 26 per 
cent) - in which high numbers of 
women work - may explain this 
rise, the TUC believe. 

Health and social workers 
(376,000), public administration 
and defence workers (320,000) 
and retail and wholesale workers 
(315,000) are the biggest groups 
commuting for two hours or 
more. 

The TUC believe the increase 
in travelling times may be ex¬ 
plained by “stagnant wages 
combined with soaring rents 


and high house prices” and a 
“lack of investment in roads and 
railways”. The UK is bottom of 
the Organisation for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
(OECD) league table on trans¬ 
port infrastructure spending. 

TUC Regional Secretary for 
South-East Megan Dobney said: 
“None of us like spending ages 
getting to and from work. Long 
commutes eat into our fami¬ 
ly time and can be bad for our 
working lives too. 

“Employers cannot turn a 
blind eye to this problem.”

Citroen’s third generation C3 supermini is a crucial car for the French 
brand and must be more interesting and likeable than its sensible 
predecessor. Can it deliver? JONATHAN CROUCH finds out... 

ON THE ROAD: 


BACKGROUND: Citroen's C3 
supermini has always focused on 
comfort and value. But then so does 
every other supermini. To survive in 
the tightly fought small car segment, it 
must offer more in MK3 model guise 
and do so with a dash of Gallic flair. 
There were signs that Citroen could still 
offer that with its C4 Cactus Crossover 
model of 2014 and that impetus seems 
to have been continued here. 
EXPERIENCE: What should a 
modern Citroen be? Not like the 
second generation C3 supermini, 
that's for sure. Today to survive, the 
brand must offer more than just 
sensible efficiency: the PSA Group has 
its Peugeot brand to deliver that. And 
its DS nameplate to offer a fashion¬ 
conscious premium option for those 
prepared to pay a little more. Which 
leaves Citroen needing to go back to 
being the kind of manufacturer it once 
was, fun, innovative and different. 


CITROEN C3 


Which, at first glance at least, 
appears to be what's served up here. 
The look is unique, can be embellished 
by a two-tone paint option and 
incorporates the unusual 'Airbump' 
side panels we first saw on the brand's 
C4 Cactus crossover model. Plus 
there's some interesting technology 
that you won't have seen before on this 
class of car. 

DESIGN: Though much has changed 
about this third generation C3, few of 
the differences can be found beneath 
the bonnet. Which means that power 
comes from much the same engine 
range used by final versions of its 
predecessor. To be fair, there wasn't a 
lot wrong with that car's powertrain 
line-up by the very end. The PureTech 


three cylinder 1.2-litre unit is frugal 
and willing, while the 1.6-litre BlueHDi 
diesels are amongst the cleanest and 
most frugal engines of their kind in the 
industry. 

First up at the bottom of the range 
is a 1.0-litre 68bhp unit that needs 
to be revved quite hard if you're 
to get anywhere near the quoted 
performance figures. Much better 
is the 1.2-litre version of this unit 
which offers either 82 or llObhp and 
delivers the same distinctive three 
cylinder thrum but accompanies it 
with pokier performance. It also gives 
you the option of the brand's ETG 
semi-automatic gearbox. As for the 
BlueHDi diesel options, well there are 
two main ones. Most potential buyers 



will be looking at the 75bhp variant but 
a lOObhp version of this frugal unit is 
also offered. 

MARKET AND MODEL The idea 
here is to offer supermini buyers a little 
more energy and personality and that's 
broadly what's delivered. At 3.99m 
in length, this car is slightly smaller 
than some of its rivals, but it's more 
interesting to look at. 

At the front, there's the distinctive 
two-tier front light signature we 
first saw on the current C4 Picasso. 
Double chrome strips extend from 


the double-chevron badge and go all 
the way across to slick LED daytime 
running lights. In profile, the black 
windscreen pillars and floating roof aim 
to accentuate the more dynamic shape. 
There's a deliberately high bonnet line, 
short overhangs, 3D rear lights and 
wheelarches fitted with extensions for a 
crossover-style look. 

Inside, Citroen says that it's drawn 
inspiration from travel and home 
interior design to create an interior 
that aims to feel like an extension of 
the driver's home. The perception of 


space is heightened by the horizontal 
dashboard, which runs across the 
whole width of the vehicle. The design 
of the interior trim and the shape of 
the chrome-finished air vents also 
combine to enhance the perception 
of width. Customers get a choice of 
cabin finishes and you can also have a 
panoramic sunroof that fills the cabin 
with natural light. Out back, there's a 
decently-sized 300-litre boot. 

COST: Pricing is typical for the 
supermini segment, spanning the 
£11,000 to £17,000 bracket.

SPARE a thought for Sutton 
United supporters. The mis¬ 
ery they felt at paying £18 
to see their team lose 1-0 at 
Boreham Wood in the Na¬ 
tional League on Tuesday 
night was compounded by 
the five-and-a-half hours it 
took to get home. 

The journey should have 
taken 75 minutes to Sutton 
by train, but horrendous 
delays and cancellations on 
the Thameslink line meant 
they had plenty of time to 
mull over where it went 
wrong for them and their 
team in Hertfordshire. 

And all this just three 
days after they made the 
475-mile round journey to 
see their team lose at bot¬ 
tom-placed North Ferriby 
United. On the bright side, 
it only cost £15 entry to see 
their side go down 2-1 on 
Saturday. 

In a week to forget for 
United, both matches were 
attended by crowds of less 
than 400 and both high¬ 
lighted how important it is 
to have a tight defence and 
take your chances.
